Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -2,4,7-1 4 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious a device for dispensing a product resulting from 
mixing at least two liquids substances that react with each other upon contact, as 
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recited in claim 1, and the method of dispensing a reaction product, as recited in claim 
4, in combination with the other claimed limitations of claims 1 and 4: 

"a check valve in essentially sealed relationship within said sheath, said check 
valve further comprising a closing element , said closing element comprising a rod 
having a shaft and closing end, said rod axially moved due to pressure created within 
said check valve whereby said closing end is being moved to close said check valve 
against back pressure created within said mixing and reaction chamber.
